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Advisory Action 

This office action is in response to the proposed amendment filed August 18, 2005. 

Response to Proposed Amendment 

The proposed amendment will not be entered because it attempts to add new limitations 
into claim 1 1 . Consideration of these limitations would require a new search. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant stated, "Since the Amendments above narrow the issues for appeal and since 
such features and their distinctions over the prior art of record were discussed earlier and were 
suggested by the Examiner, such amendments do not raise a new issue requiring a further search 
and/or consideration by the Examiner." During a personal interview on February 9, 2005, the 
Examiner suggested that Applicant add claim limitations reciting that the bottom width of the 
second insulator film was reduced into claim 1 to overcome the rejections of this claim as being 
unpatentable over Saito (US 6,235,620) in view of Araki (JP 2000-031277) as stated in the non- 
final rejection. The Examiner never suggested adding these limitations to claim 11, because, at 
the time of the interview, claim 1 1 did not even exist. After the non- final rejection and the 
interview, Applicant chose to add the suggested limitations to claim 1, but then added new, 
independent claim 1 1 that was substantially broader than original claim 1. The limitations that 
Applicant now attempts to add to claim 1 1 in the proposed amendment have never been 
previously considered in relation to claim 11 ; thus, the limitations constitute a "new issue". As 
such, a new search would have to be conducted to consider these limitations in claim 1 1 . 
Therefore, the proposed amendment will not be entered.
